Detroit, Mich., Dec. 6.—The anti-trust cam- 
paign of Attorney General Wickersham 
shifted to Detroit this week, with the result 
that indictments were returned by the fed- 
eral grand jury today against sixteen firms 
and thirty-two individuals alleged to have 
secured control of 85 per cent of the annual 
output of enamel! fron ware bathtubs, sinks, 
lavatories, etc.. m the United States. 

The criminal proceedings grew out of a 
civil suit to dissolve the alleged combina- 
tion, begun by the government in the fed- 
eral court at Baltimore, hearings being held 
in Chicago, Pittsburg, and New York within 
the last forty days. 

The evidence adduced in the hearings of 
the civil suit was presented to the grand jury

Aceusers Cause Arrest of Attor- 
ney Eugene Stewart. 


ALLEGED PROFIT IS $300,000 


Chicago Lawyer Held on Fugitive 
Warrant from Idaho. 


Alleging that he had obtained between 
$300,000 and $400,000 wrongfully by selling 
Idaho land twice, Attorney Eugene Stewart 
was arrested yesterday afternoon in his of- 
fices at 1118 Hartford bullding. Detective 
Sergeants McGinnis and Elisworth of the 
detectiye bureau made the arrest on a fugi- 
tive warrant brought here by Sheriff F. M. | 
Breashears of Caldwell, Canyon county, 
Ida ho. 

The Idaho sheriff ‘took Mr. Stewart to 
Sherif! Zimmer's office in the county build- 
ing, where the attorney gave notice of ha- 
eas, corpus proceedings, which he later 
brougtit before Judge . The court 
issued the writ, end allowed the att to 
go on his own recognizance, and set the 
hearing for Saturday morning. 


Denies He Knows Accuser. 

Attorney Stewart declared in hie petition 
that the warrant from Springfield was not 
signe@ by Gov. Deneen in person, that he 
knew nothing of the nature of the charges 
against him, and that he knew nothing of the 
identity of L. C. Knowlon of Caldwell, Idaho, 
who charges him with having “sold land 
twice.” 

Sheriff Brashears said his understanding of 
the charge was that Stewart was acoused of 
selling land formerly owned by his uncle to 
two different purchasers and that he had 
been sent from Idaho to arrest Stewart and 
take him back to stand trial. He had his 
Idaho ‘requisition papers honored at Spring- 
field Monday and came to Chicago yester- 
day with a fugitive warrant. - He said he 
would try to take Stewart back to Idaho de- 
spite the habeas corpus proceedings 

Attorney Stewart said that ‘eae no idea 
what the charge could mean and insisted that 
while he had been attorney for a relative by 
marriage named John Young in Idaho real 
estate litigation, he had done nothing to 
warrant arrest. 

Says He Never Sold Land.

Prof. Charles Otis Whitman, head of the 
department of zodlogy at the University of 
Chicago since 1892, and known as one of the 
greatest American biologists, died of pneu- 
monia yesterday at his residence, 5238 Wood- 
lawn avenue. 

Exposure last Wednesday in feeding the 
many pigeons which hekept for the purposes 
of his Investigations brought on the attack. 
He left a widow and two sons, Frank Whit- 
man, @ junior in Harvard, and Carroll Whit- 
man, a freshman in Cornell. 

Memoria) services will be held thie week 
at the university. The body will be buried 
at Woods Holl, Mass., near the great marine 
biological laboratories which he founded and 
of which he was the director for many years. 


Noted as a Scientist. 

Prof. Whitman was one of the best known 
members of the university faculty, which he 
joined on the invitation of the late President 
Harper. He was a member of the Nationa! 
Academy of Sciences, fellow of the American 
Association for the Advancement of Science, 
member of the Ornithologica! union, of the 
Philosophical society, and of the London 
Linnean society. He was editor of the Jour- 
nal of Morphology, the Biological Bulletin, 
and Biological Lectures. His more recent 
researches were in embryology, the evolution 
of color characters in pigeons, the natura! 
history of pigeons, and hybridization. 


Prominent as a Teacher. 

He was born at Woodstock, Me., Dec. 14, 
1842, and graduated from Bowdoin college 
in 1868, receiviti the degree of A. M. tn 1871. 
He took his doctor’s degree at Leipzig in 
1878 and spent the following year at Johns 
Hopkins as fellow in the department of 
zodlogy. He was successively principal of 
Westford academy, master of English in 
Boston High school, professor of sodlogy in 
Tokio, assistant at Harvard, director of the 
Allis Lake laboratories, professor of zodlogy 
at Clark university, Worcéster, Mass., and 
head of the department of zoSlogy at the Uni- 
versity of Chicago. He gave up his position 
as director of the laboratories at Woods Holl 
two years ago after twenty years of their 
management.

THE MESSAGE. 
The president’s message reads like what

As such it is expressed with what would 
seem to be 4 studious simplicity, stating 
facts, describing conditions, and making 
recommendations with an impersonal] and 
judicial calm. There are virtually no 
social or political generalizations, and a 
total absence of the admonitory eloquence 
which made most of the messages of Mr. 
Roosevelt striking and memorable. There 
is, however, one broad statement of pol- 
icy of great significance and importance. 
In closing President Taft says: 

Except as above, I do not recom 
mend any amendment to the inter 
state commerce law as it stands. I 
do not now recommend any amend- 
ment to the anti-trust law. In other 
words, it seems to me that the ex- 

_ {sting legislation with refererence to 
the regulation of corporations and the 
restraint of their business has reached 

a point where we can stop for a 
.while and witness the effect of the 

vigorous execution of the laws on 

the statute books in restraining the 
abuses which certainly did exist and 
which ronsed the public to demand 
reform. If this test develops a need 
for further legislation; wel] and good, 
but until then let us execute what we 
have. Due to the reform movements 
of the present decade, there has un- 
doubtedly been a great improvement 
in business methods and standards 
and in the earnestness of effort on 
the part of business men to comply 
with the law. They are now seeking 
to know the exact limitations upon 
business methods imposed by the law, 
end these will doubtless be made 
clearer by the decisions of the Su- 
preme court in cases pending before it. 

I believe it to be in the interest of 
all the people of the country that for 
the time being the activities of gov- 
ernment, in addition to enforcing the 
existing law, be directed toward the 
economy of administration and the en- 
largement of opportunities for foreign 
trade, the building up of home indus 
tries, and the strengthening of confi- 
dence of capital in domestic Invest- 
ment. 

The exceptions referred to respecting 
the interstate commerce law are chiefly

them warriors fit to cope with the expe- 
rienced men of Howe and Cornwallis. 
His soldiering at Kay and Kunersdorf 
and all through the Seven Years’ war 
enabled him to bring to our aid the best 
military acience then known. Congress 
iurnished him with but meager funds, 
but what he accomplished was the won- 
der of all who observed the transforma- 
tion he worked in the fighting abilities 
of our men. It was the triumph of dis- 
ipline and training over adverse circum- 
stances.

A HAPPY MEDIUM WANTED. 

The principal of a Chicago high school 
holds up to scorn the bespectacled Boston 
high school boy spending the noon recess 
in contemplating the subtleties of Plato. 
He asks us to look with pleasure on the 
Chicago schoolboy, “red blooded, virile, 
and rough,“ whose “ bearlike antics and 
rough play are disconcerting to women 
and children.” To the “wild freedom” 
of the Ohicago boy he proudly ascribes 
much of the material success and civic 
spirit of this city. 

This announcement may mortify Bos- 
ton as much as it will please Chicago. 
Until there is evidence to the contrary, it 
may be taken for granted that any num- 


der of Chicago schoolboys could run over, 


knock down, and drag out an equal num- 
ber of Boston boys. And yet it does 
happen now and then that the bespec- 
tacled boys of Boston with their intel- 
lectual countenances manage to make 
their mark in the world, even in athletics, 
to achieve material success, and to foster 
the civic spirit of their city. That spirit 
still lives in Boston; there have been 


‘times when it seemed almost dead in Chi- 


cago. 

It must be pleasanter for women and 
children in a city where they are not dis- 
concerted by what may be politely called 
“rough play,” but what. they consider 
rowdyism. The boy who is pondering the 
subtleties of Plato does pot have time for 
antics which might bring him into a po 
lice court. He has not the high spirits 
and love of horse play which might 
tempt him to grab and run off with a 
woman’s purse. So would it not be better 
if we could have a happy. medium de- 
tween the overintellecttal Boston boy and 
the muscular Chicago boy? The manners 
of the latter could be improved somewhat, 

But why should there be such a.differ- 
ence between the boys of the two Cities? 
Of 91,000 in the Boston schools 638.5 per 
cent were children of foreign born par 
ents, and of 235,000 in Chicago 67.3 per 
cent were. One set of children should 
not be rougher or more given to. spec- 
tacles than the other. If there be a dit- 
ference it must be due to something in the 
atmoephere. That of Boston may foster 
intellectuality and that of Chicago mus- 
cularity. Then let us blend the atmos- 
pheres and get a better product.

morials should be abandoned. and those al.

In England these memoriale take the form 
of slabs of stone, or blocks of granite, rather 
than crosses, and they are generically known 
by the name of murder stones,” although 
they do not all of them denofe murders. One 
of the best known is that which marks the 
spot where King William Rufus was killed 
by the arrow of Walter Tyrrel. in the New 
Forest. And then there is the so-called 
“ Cade’s Stone.“ commemorating, as its n- 
scription shows, the place where be rebel 
ious Jack Cade was slain by the sheriff of.

ALL MARY’S FAULT.

~The withdrawing of Salome as Mary 
Garden concefved her part in it ig area trib- 
ute to Oscar Wilde's drama. Wide bes writ- 
ten no such drama as Mary Garden plays. 
Dramatic literature has no finer example of 
the exquisite construction of a tragic theme, 
suitably in poetry. than Wilde's 
“Salome.” Within the compass of a single 
act he symbolized the clash of two civiliza- 
thons, as typified by the spoiled princess and 
the peerless prophet. His Salome is indeed 
a princess, who impresses one instantly ae 
haugut and restive, struggling to free ber- 
self from the orgies of the tetrarch’s court. 
There is not a suggestion of dignity in Mary 
Garden's impersonation. Nor does she realize 
the pensive restlessness with which Wiide 
endows Salome, and whieh in the play 1 so 
fascinating to follow. Nor ie there the slight- 
est understanding of the fine peychological 
changes in this woman, who beging in jocular 
conmtemipt of the prophet and ends in tragic 
revenge of his scorn.

The government charges that Wayman 
collected $5 a furnace a day from each of the 
sixteen defendant firms, some of which had 
as many as eighty furnaces, and that after 
two months those firms that did not violate 
‘the agreement were to receive a rebate of 80 
per cént of this contribution. Wayman’s 
collections, it is alleged, ram as high as $700 
per

Statement from Washington. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 6.—When advices 
reached the department of justice late today 
relating to the indictment in Detroit of om- 
als of Sixteen corporations engaged in the 
manufacture of. bathtubs, enameled ware, 
etc., the department issued a statement con- 
cerning its investigation of the alleged com- 
binatian.

“The evidence tended to show that the 
defendants knew when they entered into this 
combination that such an arrangement

INDICTMENTS ARE SURPRISE. 

News of the Detroit indictments was re- 
ceived with surprise by the members of the 
Wolff firm in Chicago.

Substantial progress has been made toward 
the adoption of à definite and comprehensive 
policy fer bridge building im Chicago, The 
program contemplates the ultimate removal 
of one dbascule apd all of the twenty-four 
cepter plier spams over both the Chicago and 
Calumet rivers and the substitution of bas- 
cule or lift structures. The cest is estinfated 
at over $6,000,000. 

It bas been contended for years by the 
interests involved in lake shipping that these 
aid types of bridges are a detriment to the 
water commerce of Chicago.

serted repeatedly that these center piers are 


a serious obstruction to navigation. The en 
gineers of the federal government have in- 
gorsed that view and have ordered the re- 
moval of those which most seriously blockade 
the channels.

TEAMING CONCERN 


Transfer Industry Constitutes 
One of Chicago’s Most Im- 
portant Features, 


VAST CAPITAL INVOLVED. 


BY CLIFFORD F. TEMPLETON. 

(Viee President et the Acrow Transfer Company.! 

Although eften neglected in discussions of 
the transportation problems of Chicago, the 
teaming industry of the city constitutes one 
af its most important features. 

What the street cars and elevated roads 
are to the passenger traffic of the ¢ity ihe 
big teaming conrpanies are to the vastly 
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street swing bridge there. The most dif- 
cult problem confronting the department ro- 
lates to the Lake street bridge. This etruo- 
ture serves an dlevated railroad, the surface 
cars and a large amount of street traffic. 
To put it out of. gommisison before the Indi- 
ana and Washington street bridges are com- 
pleted would inconvenience many thousands 
of persons. : 

The bridge engineer recommertids a verti- 
cal lift structure. and estimates the ost at 
$300,000, if the present bridge is removed be- 
fore the new one la begun. * 

By the expenditure of $100,000 additional 
he plans to install a new bridge while the 
old one is kept in operation without inter. 
ruptipg street traffic more than ‘three or 
four times for a period of a couple of days 
each, provided the government will pern 
the east draw to be closed. 

There is a provision in the franchise of 
the elevated road which seems to provide 
that it shall pay one-third of the cost of 
this new structure.

An jJustant’s thought shows the importance 
of this business of moving out what the city 
produces and moving in what it buys: It is, 
therefore, a decided satisfaction for the team 
owner and citizen te know that in this line of 
activity Chicago leads all the cities of the 
gountry in size and efficiency, and probably 
has no superior in the world. Dven a com- 
petitor finds pleasure as a Chicagoan in ad- 
mitting that the city has the largest teaming 
firm in the United States, one operating a 
business of 900 head of horses dally. 


Vast Amount of Capital, 

Few people realize what the teaming in- 
dustry means to Chicago; To many n sug- 
gests only hazy ideas of labor troubles long 
since past. They do not appreciate the great 
services. the vast amount of capita! involved, 
the magnitude of the weekly expenditures in 
wages ‘and for the feeding and maintenance 
of teams and equipment. 

Dvery working day morning, between the 
hours of 6:30 and 7 a. m., 110,000 horses with 
the pecessary equipment leavt the various 
teaming barns. driven by 55,000 men. Before 
they return twelve hours later they have 
transferred and delivered at least 830.000 tons 
of freight for the mrehants of Chicago. 

Fifty-five thousand men driving teams in 
one city! And remember that this involves 


carrying 
would add 40,000 to the number of horses and 


85,000 to the numberof men. 
Consider the outlay necessary to put this 


80,000 a day to an average of 300,000 a 
day. 

Competition, advanced machinery, and 
plentiful clay have kept the price of brick 
down to a low level. 


Makes Chicago Brick Center, 
The result of all these things is that Chi- 
cago makes 10 per cent of the commen build- 
ing brick made in the United States, and 
constructs 90 per cent of its new dun- 
ings of that material. 

The average Chicago brick yard bas a 
capacity of from 200,000 to 300,000 bricks 
per day. To attain this output requires 
machinery with the greatest capacity as 
well as facilities for handling this enermous 
production, which means that from 300 
to 600 brick must be made every minute 
throughout the working day. 

The clay is first dug with steam shovels, 
and from the clay pit is transferred by 
cers to the clay preparing machine, where 
it is put through machinery for destroying 
the fiber, removing pebbles, and for tncor- 
porating @ proper amount of water with 
the clay. 

After the clay is thoroughly mized and 
prepared it goes to the augur brick ma- 
chine, where it l formed into a continuous 
smooth column. 

This column of clay emerging from the 
augur brick machine passes in a continuous 
column to ‘a cutting table. The cutter au. 
tomatically cute the traveling column into 
regulation size brick, which pass on to the 
off bearing belt, 


Taken Off by “Belt Boys,” 
From this beit they are taken by den 
boys,”’ who hack or pile them on dry 
dars holding about 1,006 brick each, The 
dry cars when full are run into a éryhouse 


heated by steam or hot air, and here al! 


moisture is removed from the brick. 

When sufficiently dry the brick are ready 
to be set in a kim and burned. Up to this 
point the ingenuity of man hag made con- 
stant improvements in machinery and meth- 
ods, but in setting the brick in the burning 
kiln and removing them after burning, the 
old method of centuries ago has been used. 

Every brick has to be handled by band, 
tossed from the dry cars up into the kiln, 
and then set by hand. So siow wap thie 
method that the men working under the in- 
centive of the piece price plan, could set an 
average of only 10,000 brick a day, 

For this work the men received 55 cents a 
thousand, end, under varying conditions, as 
high as 75 cents. . 


Small Army of Men Required. 
To handle the capacity of a yard meking 
900,000 bricks a day, required a small army 
ef men, because in addition to the setters, it 
was necessary to employ searly as many 
more men te take the brick from the kiin 
when burned and load them into the rallway 
ears for shipment.

A study of the circular must 
lead directly to the conclusion that the rate 
at which forest products in the United States 
heve been and are being consumed, is far : 
too lavish, and that*only ore result can fol- 
low umbess’ steps are promptiy taken to pre- 
vent waste in use, and to increase the growth 
rate of every acre of forest in the United 
States. This result is a timber famine. 


What Germany Has Done. 


This country is today in the same position 
with regard to forest resources as was Ger- 
many 150 years ago. During this period of 
150 years such German states as Saxony and 
Prussia, particularly tHe latter, have ap- 
plied a policy of government control and 
regulation which has immensely increased 
the proéctivity of their fotests. The same 
policy will achieve eveh better results in the 
United States. 3 |

6, 1000, and the 
figures of the bureau of statistics of the de- 
partment of commeree and labor, giving the 
trade with the islands from Aug. 1, 1908, te 
July 81, 1910, show: Total imports from the

Big Gain in Sugar Trade. 


The afticles which show the principal in- 
creases in imports are sugar, manila hemp, 
cigars and cigarets, copra, fibers other than 
manila, and hats, bonnets, etc. Suger in- 
creased from a little over $1,000,000 in 1908 
to 68. 000 000 in 1910; cigars and cigarettes, 
from $5,374 in 1000 to over $1,750 000 In 1910; 
manila hemp, from $1,383,000 in 1900 to 11. 
900.000 m 1910; while copra, fibers and bats, 
bonnets, etc., show smalier increases. . 

On the port side imereases occur in a 
much larger Number of articles. Iron and 
steel manufactures increased from $2,338,000 
in 1908 to $3,500,000 in 1910; cotton cloths, 
from ‘lees than $500,000 to $2,883,000; flour 
from $825,000 to $1,000,000; boots and shoes 
from $230,000 to $531,000; explosives from 
$917,000 to over $1,000,00; and meat end dairy 
products from §477,000 to $42,000, while nu- 
merous other articles also show an increase. 

The trade of the Unitec States with the 
Philippine Islands exceeded in 1910 that of 
any earlier year. Exports from the islands 
in the fiscal year 1910 amounted to $17.317,- 
897, against $12,657,004 in 1905, the former 
high record year, and $6,971,208 in 1900. Ex- 
ports to the islands in 1910 were $16,832,645, 
against $11,461,732 in 1908, the former high 
record year, and $2,640,499 in 1900.. Prior to 
1900 exports to the islands had never reached 
$500,000 per annum, while imports therefrom 
averaged five to six million dollars. excred- 
ing. however, in exceptional years, $10,000,- 
000 per annum.

More new sewers are being built, more new 
t © pidewalks are b laid, and more streets 
8 are being paved throughout the cfty than ever 
before in the history of the city, not except- 
ing the famous after the fre days. 


Miles of Sewers Have Been Laid. 
During the administration of the present 
“= poard of local improvements 228 miles of 

sewers have been laid, which is more than 

were constructed in the seven preceding 
Fears. Twelve per cent of all sewers in 
Chicago have been bulk since 1907. When 
the present board took charge of the city's 
improvements 85 of the 190 square miles 
which comprise the city of Chicago were 
‘without sewers. 

In the last three years forty-five equare 
ae miles have been given main sewer outlets. 
t cost $4,300,440 to do it, but it bettered the 
Sanitary conditions of the city and drained 

swamp land, which is now being used for 

manufacturing purposes and residential dis- 
~ tricts. 

More streets already have been paved this 
year than in any other year in Chicago’ s his- 
tory. In 1900 116 miles of street were paved 
nat à cost of $4,060,000.

with South America is due to the fact thas 
the South American people have no compre- 
hensive news service from the United States 
A morning paper in nearly every one of their 
leading cities will contain from two to five 
columne ef European cable news and fre- 
quently not more than twenty lines and gel- 
dom more than quarter of a column of news 
from the United States 


Think Nothing Doing Here. 

“ This has been geing on for years, and stil! 
continues. The result is to give the reader, 
not one in a thousand of whom personally 
adcresses an American diplomatic repre- 
sentative or consular agent, the impression 
that the reason there is no news in his 
morning paper from the United States is 
because nothing of importance happens in 
the United States worthy of its being re- 
ported. | 

The real reason is a matter of cost to 
the newspaper iteelf. After having put in 
about three years in South America, gen- 
erally in the cities along the western coast, 
I was repeatedly informed, both by the cable 
people and by publishers, that American 
news service cost them upward of six to 
ten times as much per line as does the Euro- 
pean cable newsservicen. —— 


European News Is Cheaper. 
“Tt is claimed by them that our lines in 
the United States receive and deliver at Vera 
Cruz all South American news without ex- 
pense other than the bare cost of service in 
exchange for European cable news at New 
York. This makes it possible for the news- 
paper fn such places as Lima and Buenos 
Aires to carry about five columns of cable 
news at a cost of but a few dollars a week 
for operator and other service charges. On 
the other hand, every word of news from 
the United States and from South America 
to the United States must bear the regular 
toll charge. The result is that the South 
American reader, receiving but few items of 
importance from the United States, naturally 
forms the conclusion that this is due to an 
absence of happenings of importance in the 
United States, and so he has no conception 
of the importance or profit to him of closer 
trade relations with the United States. 
“This whole matter turns on the cost of 
news service, and it seems to me that while 
working for the improvement of our diplo- 
matic and consular service, it ig even more 
important to improve the character of the 
news service to and from South American 
republics. 
Packing Is Not Careful. 
Another matter of entirely different na- 


vitally is that dur exporters do not consuwit 


trade as they should in preparing artictes for 
export. For fiustration, an ordinary cook- 
ing stove will be consigned to some South 
American port without any more care having 
been taken in {ts crating and packing than 
would have been given it H intended for a 
customer in Decatur or Council Bluffs. 

„ nearly all freight consigned to ports 
along the west coast of South America must 
be taken pff the ship and frequently deliv- 


sary that shipments should be put up in 
small packages capable of being so handled 
and so boxed that no damage will result to 
it if a heavy article of freight falls on them, 
and so wrapped in waterproof covering that 
no damage will result if the package happens 
to fall in the water or is out in a few days’ 
continuous rain om the pack of a mule. 


Preference for United States 


„ The real preference of the South Ameri- 
can who. seeks relations of a higher charac- 
ter and grade of American goods le to prefer 
the article made in the United States, but 
since he ia unable to receive that article in 
good condition he naturally takes the Euro- 
pean made article of inferior quality in pref- , 
erence. But, after all, it seems to me that 
the greatest obstacle to the extension of 
American trade is the inadequate news serv- 
ice to and from South American cities, and 
this is a problem which turns upon the cost 
of news and can only be overcome by in- 
proved news service arrangements. 

“The average wall maps of the United 
States hung in public places in South Ameri- 
can countries shown no railroads in the in- 
terior, and few towns or cities are even indi- 
cated in the the smallest type, such cities 
as Chicago and St. Louis being the only 
points shown e. the Atlantic and Pa- 
cific coasts.”

Animal Killed by Rabbi with Single 
Thrust of Knife and Is Carefully

New Department Is Formed, 

Mayor Busse asked these men to advise 
him about Chicago’s smoke problem. He 
asked them to study the situation and advise 
him as to the best way of organizing a de- 
partment. They made their report, and with 
their report as a basis a new smoke ordinance 
was drawn up and passed the city council 
in July, 1907. This ordinance created a new 
department in the city government, the de- 
partment of smoke inapection, and took this 
work away from the department for the in- 
spection of steam boilers and steam plants 
and put it into the hands of the new one, 

Mayor Busse felt that the work of smoke 
ingpection had become an important enough 
matter to warrant the existence of A depart- 
ment entirely seperate from any other one. 

The new ordinance differed in a number of 
gespects from any previous smoke ordi- 
nance. It provided that the chief amoke in- 
spector and his assistants should be me- 
chanical engineers by training and experi- 
ence. It provided that the committee of citi- 
zens called the smoke abatement commission 
become a permanent organisation and that 
it advise the mayor about the conduct of thé 
smoke department and advise the depart- 
ment on questions of policy. 

It further provided for a board of three 
advisory engineers. These engineers were 
chosen from all of the consulting enginers 
in Chicago as the three men ‘who knew moet 
about smoke prevention, to give the depart- 
ment advice on all technical and engineering 
matters. 

Board of Enginecre Named. 

The men on this commission are: 


George M. Brill, Consulting Engineer. 

Joseph J. Merril, Mechanical Engineer,

When the department requests a cit.zen to 
bulld a proposed steam plant in any particu- 
lar way 80 as to prevent smoke, and the 
citizen feels that he is being put to a larger 
expense than he should, or that the advice 
of the department is not right, the board 
of engineers ig called into consultation, 

The ordinance further provided that no 
steam plant of any sort should be built with- 
out first getting the approval of the smoke 
inspector and his issuing a permit for the 
work. The plant is not allowed to be used 
until the smoke department has made a care- 
ful examination of the plant to gee if the 
provisions of the permit have been complied 
with. 

It thus will be seen that the whole scheme 
of the new organization as outlined by the 
new ordinance is to provide a department 
that will cooperate with the citizens in re- 
ducing the smoke tog minimum. Thesmoke 
abatement commission stands Petween the 
public and the department on all questions 
of general policy. If any one feels that 
the department is asking more than it should. 
if any manufacturing concern or any rail- 
road feels tat it ia being pushed further 
than it should be, then ft can appeal to the 
smoke abatement commission and feel gure 
thes these business men will be fair and just. 


Spirit of Co-operation Shown, 
Similarly, on questions of engineering. It 
any one feels that the requirements of the 
department are improper, the board of engi- 
neers can be appealed to, and here also, the 
public meets a group of mes in whom they 
can have 
This same spirit of co8peration ts shown in 
the requirement that permits be issued for 
new work.

partment: is very much better than prevailed 
before such work was undertaken by the 
city. 

Men Go from Plant to Plant, 

Probably no feature of the work stands out 
in greater prominence than that performed 
by the deputy smoke inspectors, whose busi- 
ness it % to go from plant to plant where 
trouble im regard te smoke is encountered 
for the purpose of investigating conditions 
and assisting plant owners and their fremen 
in avoiding violations of the ordinance. It is 
true that the number of practical operating 
men who are employed as deputies in the 
emoke department is limited. At no time 
have they numbered more than eleven. 

It also is true that the chimneys causing 
trouble number into the hundreds. On the 
ether hand, en occasional visit to a plant 
brings about enthusiaem on the part of the 
fireman, ‘{masmuch az he feels that he is 
working under the direction of a competent 
engineer who is rendering him a service by 
keeping him out of trouble. The plant owner 
is afforded the advantage of more economical 
operation in the consumption of fuel. 

This last effect of smoke ordinance enforce 
ment is difficult to estimate, but even the 
most congervative figures indicate a return 
for the injvestment in the smoke department 
of many times the cost of conducting it. It 
is no exaggeration to say that the depart- 
ment, through the activity of its trained dep- 
uties, had brought about enthusiasm for the 
whole campaign of smoke prevention that 
could not have been obtained by any other 
method.  ~ * 

The plant owners coming into the smoke 
department office, after several experiences 
with the trained deputies, are unanimous in 
praising the work and urging the enlarge- 
ment of the service by the employment of 
more such men. This is a striking instance 
ot the practical side of smoke prevention and 
is not baged on any so-called mistaken theo- 
ries of how to bring about a compliance with 
the ordinances of the city. 

Say Ordinance Is Reasonable. 

Chicago, then, is at the present time attack- 
ing the smoke problem on the fundamental 
principle of ooUperation between those who 
cause thé amoke and those who know how 
to stop it. The prevailing idea in connection 
with the work is that no new plants shall be 
constructed thet will cause any trouble in 
regard tosmoke. All the old plants that are 
causing trouble shall be carefully analyzed 
with the Mes of determining the precise 


causes and the most practicable remedics 


The owners of the plants are advised as to 
the best methods to pursue to bring about a 
compHance with the smoke ordinance, Rea- 


sonable opportunities are given to them to 


adjust matters so that vic lations will not 
occur, Ping, ~ it is only when the department 

to obtain adequate codperation from 
Pes. responsible for smoke that recourse is 
taken to the courts.

The legitimate produce sachsen which 
are merely meeting places where buyers and 
seliers congregate to transact their business, 
perform a vast and beneficent labor for the 
producer. As an intermediary between the 
grower and consumer these exchanges ac- 
complish an enormous saving to both, esis 
clearly brought out by the experiences of 
those countries which have attempted to pro- 
hibit by legislative enactment the buying 
and selling of grain and other produce for 
future delivery on the legitimate established 
exchanges. 

The conditions existing in countries having 
no produce exchanges or speculative markets 
are extremely unfavorable. For example, 
take Russia—there are no speculative mar- 
kets in that.country, and at times wheat rots 
im one section while people starve in the 
next. 

Those who have thought out the subject | | 
most thoroughly have found in the buying 
and selling for future delivery on boards of 
trade the solution for the proper concentra- . 
tion and distribution of surplus supplies at 
right times and places, for such buying and - 
selling insure the farmer an open market at 
all times and are the basis upon which rests | 
his ability instantly to sell his grain and to 
sell it at prices quoted on these legitimate ex- 
changes, which prices are established by sup- 
ply and demand, crop prospects, and other 
normal factors. 


Necessity Demands Speculation. 
The criticism is sometimes advanced that 
the operations of the grain exchanges are 
immoderately speculative and therefore in- 
jurious. It may be answered that while 
such an overtrading on the amount of actual 
product handled is undoubtedly great, neces- 
sity demands that such speculative activit™ 
exist. In the few months succeeding the 
grain harvest the country sends to market 
the requirements of consumption fora long 
period; an enormous supply la stored in 
sight.

sine can be mailed to a Chicago subscriber 
for a 2 cent postage stamp. 


Fast Train for Newspaper Nail. 

The matling of these 75,000,000 pounds of 
pewspapers constitutes a big problem for 
the Chicago postoffice every year. It is said 
the papers average four to the pound. meking 
im excess of 300,000,000 separate pieces of 
mail matter. Most of the routing of larger 
publication te done by the publishers, and 
about sixty tons a day of this mall is recefved 
and weighed at Station U,“ at the Union 
dépot on Canal street. 

There are fourteen fast mall traine every 
twenty-four hours devoted almost entirely 
to newspaper mail. In addition to this/the 
express companies carry an enormous 
amount of periodicals, and are favored by 
many publishers who send out papers ia 
packages. Except to pointe in the far east 
and the far west, the exprese rate is the 
same as the postal rate. Within the bun- 
dred mile zone the express companies carry 
Chicago newspapers for 8) cents a hundred, 
thus cutting the price on Uncle Sam. There 
must be a profit on périodicals at the cent 
a pound rate if the express ‘companies can 
afford to compete for the business. 

It is a big business—this making of news- 
papers and magasines, and it will be bigger 


in the future..

„This policy has recently found further ex- 
emplification in the assistance given by this

* For the success of this loan and the con- 
' templated reforms which are of the greatest 
-importance to the commercial interests of 
the United States and the civilized world at 
large, it is realized that an expert will be 


necessary, and this government has received 


assurances from China that such an adviser, 
who shall be an American, will be engaged. 
The year has further been marked by two 
important International agreements relating 
to far eastern affairs.

Prior to April 1, 1910, when the max- 
imum tariff was to come into operation with 
respect to importations from all thote coun- 
tries in whose favor no proclamation applying 
the minimum tariff should be issued by the 
president, 134 such proclamations were is- 
sued.

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During the last year several of our . 
ern sister republics celebrated the one hun- 
dredth anniversary of their independence. 
In honor of these events special embassies 
were sent from this country te Argentina, 
Chile, and Mexico, where the gracious re

the Chamtzal tract, which lies within the 
present physical boundaries of the city of EU 
Paso, Tex.

Works for American Interests. 

All these tariff negotiations, so vital to 
our commerce and industry, and the duty 
of jealously guarding the equitable and just 
treatment of our products, capital, and in- 
dustry abroad devolve upon the department 
of state.

| portunities in the markets of the world and 
to expand American commerce have been 
most successful. The volume of businese 
obtained in new fields of competition and 
upon new lings is already gréat, and congress 
is urged to continue to support the depart- 
ment of state in ite endeavors for further

“I cannot lave this gubject without em- 
phasizing the necessity of such legislation as 
will make possible and convenient the estab- 
lishment of American banks and branches 
of American banks in foreign. countries. 
Only by such means can our foreign trade be 
favorably financed, necessary credits be ar- 
ranged, and proper avail de made of com- 
mercial opportunities in foreign countries, 
and most especially in Latin Awerica.

It 16 $16,888,153 less thon the 
total estimates, including e ee €5- 
timetes submitted 30 congress by the (reas 
ury for the year 1911, and is $5,574,660 less 
than the original estimates submitted by the 


treasury for 1911. 


Panama Expenditures. 


“These figures do not include the appro- 
priations for the Panama canal, the policy 
in respect to which ougt® to be, and 18. to 
spend as much each year as can be economi- 
cally and effdactively expended in order to 
complete the canal as promptly, as possible, 
and, therefore, the ordinary motive far cut- 
ting down the expense of the government 
does not apply to appropriations for this 
purpose. It will be noted that the estimates 
for the Panama canal for the ensuing year 
are more than fifty-six millions of doliars, an 
increase of twenty millions over the amount 
appropriated for this year—a difference due 
to the fact that the estimates for 1912 in- 
clude something over nineteen millions for 
the fortification of the canal. 

“ Against the estimated expenditures of 
8680. 404. 0183, the treasury has estimated ro- 
ceipts for next year 6680, 000, 000, making e 
probable surplus of ordinary receipts over 
ordinary expenditures of about 850,000. 
or, taking into account the estimates for 
the Panama canal, which are $56,920,847. and 
which will ultimately be pald in bends, i; 
will leave a. deficit for the next year of 
about $7,000,000, if congrees shall conclude to 
fortify the canal. The cost of the fortifica- 
tions is about $39,000,000. Should there ba 
no appropriations this year for -fortifica- 
tions, then there would be, even including the 
Fanama canal appropriation, a surplus of 
about $12,000,000, according to the treasury 
estimates.

necessary because proper Inspeciion and no- 
tice of threatening conditions to the respon- 
sible directors arid officers can prevent it.

Public Buildings. 

In our public buildings we still suffer from 
the method of appropriation which has been 
go much ‘criticised in connection with our 
rivers and harbors. Some method should be 
devised for controlling the supply of public 
buildings, so that they will harmonize with 
the actual needs of the government, 

„Not only are buildings appropriated for 
by congress which are not needed, and buiid- 
ings left unapproprieted for by congress 
which are needed. dut when it comes to the 
actual construction there has been in the 
past too little study of the building plans and 
sites with a view to the actual needs of the 
government. Postoffice buildings which are 
in effect warehouses for the economical 
handling of transportation of thousands of 
tons of mail have been made monumental 
structures, and often located far’ from the 
convenient and economical spot. In the 
actual construction of che buildings a closer 
scrutiny of the methods employed by the 
government architects or by architects em- 
ployed by the government have resylted in 
decided economies. ~ 

It is hoped that more time will give op- 
portunity for a more thorough reorganiza- 
tion. The last public. building bill carried 
authorization for the ultimate expenditure of 
$33,011,500. and I approved it because of the 
many good features it contained, just as I 
approved the river and harbor bill, but it was 
drawn upon a princ'ple that ought to be 
abandoned. It seema to me that the wiser 
method of prepa ing a public bullding bill 
would be the preparation of a report by a 
commission of government experts whose 
duty it should be to report to congregs the 
governments needs ip the way of the con- 
struction of public bulldings in every part 
of the country.

| Treasury Revenues, 


A the treasury department ise the one 
through which the Income of the government 
is collected and its expenditures are dis- 
bursed, this seems a proper place to consider 


+ the operation of the existing tariff bill. whitch 


became a law on Aug. 6 1909. As an income 
producitig measure the existing tariff bill 
has never been exceeded by any customs bill 
in the history of the country. 

“The corporation excise tax, proportioned 
to the net income of every business corpora- 
tion im the country. bas worked well. The 
tax has been easily collected. Its prompt 
payment indicates that the ſiſeldence of the 
tax bas not been hervy. It offers, more- 
ever, an opporturity for knowledge by the 
government of the general condition and 
business of all corporations, and that means 
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ascertained by experts of long training and 
Accurate knowledge. The halt in business 
and the shock to business dus to the an- 
nouncement that a new tariff bill is to be pre- 
pared and put in operation will be avoided 
by treating the schedules one by one as occa- 
sion shall arise fof a change in the rates of 
each, and only after a report upon the 
schedule by the tariff board competent to 
make such report. 


One Schedule at a Time. 

™ It is not likely that the board will be able 
to make a report Curing te present session 
of congress on any of the schedules, because 
a proper examination involves an enormous 
amount of detail and a great deal of care, 
but I hope to be able, at the opening of the 
new congress, or at least during the session 
of that congress, to bring to its attention the 
facts in regard to those schedules in the 
present tariff that may prove to need amend- 
ment. The carrying out of this pian; of 
course, involves the full e of con- 


gress in limiting the consideration in tarim 


matters to one schedule at a time, because 
if a proposed amendment to a tariff bill is 
to involve a complete consideration of ell 
the schedules ind another revision, then we 
shall only repeat the evil from which the 
bysiness of this country has in times past 
suffered most grievously by stagnation and 
uncertainty, pending a resettlement of a law 
affecting all business directly or indirectly, 
and the effect of which no wise business man 
would ignore in new projects and new in- 
vestments. 

“I cannot too much emphasise the im- 
portance and benefit of the plan above pro- 
posed for the treatment of the tariff. It ta- 
eilltates the removal of noteworthy defects 
in an important law without à disturbance 
of business prosperity, which is even more 
important to the happiness and the comfort 
of the people than the elimination of m- 
stances of injustice tn the tariff... 


' Methods in Other Countries. 

“The inquiries which the members of the 
tariff board made during the last summer into 
the methods pursued by other governments | 
with reference to the fixing of tariffs and the 
determination of Cheir efféct upon trade show 
that each government maintains an office 
or bureau the officers and employés of which 
have made their life work the study of tariff 
matters, of foreign and home prices, and 
cost of articles imported and the effect of the 
tariff upon trade, so that whenever a change 
is thought to be necessary in the tariff law 


| this office is the source of the most reliable 


information as to the propriety of the change 


| and its effect. I am strongly convinced that 


we need in this government just such an offive 
and that it can be secured by making the tar- 


iff commission, with such duties, 
emoluments as it may seem wise +o congress 
to give.
